RAMSEY ACT ERRORS. 


EXTENDS -CITIES BONDING LIMITS 


i Saginaw Cormpellied to Cancel Speciat 


Election Called Provide 
Funds for Water System.

Lansing.—The state iegislature will 
be asked by Governor Groesbeck to 
reassemble in Lansing July 19 and 
continue the deliberations of {ta ape- 
cial sessiofii long enough to rectify 
errors foun@. insthe Ramsey act aimed 
to extend thé bonding powers of cities 
of the 30,006 class for certain desirad 
improvements, under which Saginaw 
and Lansing had hoped to raise funds 
for a new water system and a‘ new 
lighting and power plint respectively. 

Although the Ramséy act was 
pagaed In dud form, ¢.was found by 
the attorney generai’s* office that an 
act subsequently passed to provide 
for city soning amended the same 
section of the home rule law in such 
& magner that It actually nullified the 
Ramsey act. 

The legislative error was respon- 
sible for the calling off of the special 
election in Saginaw. The old law 
fixed the bonding limit at 8 per cent 
of the assessed valuation and limited 


| the bonds for public utilities to 2 per 


cent. The Ramsey act fixed 10 per 
cent as the bonding limit, ali but 2 
per cent being available for water- 
works, and allowing 3 per cent to be 
used for electric plants. 

The Saginaw election was to have 
been held July 11, but was cancelled. 
Lansing’s election on the electric 
Nght program had been set for Au- 
gust 30, and there is still a possibility 
that the error may be rectified in 
time to make that election legal. 

The convening of the legistature 
for the fourth time this year wiil not 
involve amy added expense to the 
state. Technically the legislature is 
still in session. Although the buai- 
ness which called it together for the 
third time, the altering of the soldiers 
bonus enabling act so as to make the 
bonds more. attfactive to investors 
wae disposed of in two days, the leg- 
islators availed themselves of the con 
stitutional provision for a 20 days’ 
special session and set the formal ad- 
journment date as July 19. The con- 
stitution provides that a per diem 
may be paid legislators in special ses- 
ston for 20 days. Ordinarily the for- 
mality of adjournment would be dis- 
posed of by one or two members. Now 
the entire body wil! be brought to- 
gether to untangle errors in the Ram. 
sey bill before quitting.

gan Central. The reduction amounts 
to 5 per cent on practically all classes 
of goods. ; 

The traffic league had opposed the 
new schedule on the ground that it 
creates a new zone, and thereby fur: 
ther complicates the rate structure in 
Michigan without giving relief to a 
large percentage of the atate’s ship. 
pers. The league contended that the 
commission should aholfah the one 
system, and announced that,it would 
file a petition, asking at this be 
done,

They bave multi- 

plied so that today. their destruction 

of orchards, gardens and crops is esti- 

mated ateapproximately $400,000,0W0 a 

year, Thelr havoc would. be much 

more than this were it not for the 

quarantines and control work con- 

ducted by the federal government and 
activities of the states, 

The group of federal horticultural 
experts pictured herewith has just 
been discussing in Washington au ef- 
fective method of fighting the pink 
bollworm which now threatens the cot- 
ton of the United States. It came 
here from Mexico jn 1917 and approxi- 
mately $2,000,000 has been-spent to 
stamp it out. It is estimated that fail- 
ure to control this insect mennce will 
mean the annual loss of 20 to 40 per 
cent of the cotton crop—which means 
a loss of hundreds of millions.

In the middle of August; 1916, 
when it was. discovered, only about a 
dozen beetles coiid be collected, even 
though the search was made in the lo 
cality which is in the center of the 
infestation, whHe at the present time 
15,000 to. 20,000 beetles can be col- 
lected -by“hand by one person in a sin- 
gle day. Attempts to check the spread 
of this pest are being made by means 
of federal and local quarantines, Un- 
der this quarantine the government 
maintains a supervision over the move- 
ment of articles likely to carry the 
pest from infested areas to other sec- 
tions of the country. But the greatest 
drawback Hes in the ease with which 
it may be carried by individuals on 
clothing, and fa vehicles, Numerous 
instances have been noted where 
beetles have thus been accidentally 
carried out of infested areas, 

Another foreign pest in comparative- 
ly recent years which has made Its 
appearance in this country js the Eu- 
repean corn borer. Infestations have 
been discovered in several Eastern 


states, and recently heavy infestations’ 


have been discovered in Canada, pre- 
senting a more immediate menace to 
our corn belt, As its name implies, 
this insect bores’ Into the corn plant 
and kills it, thus effectually prevent- 


ing the maturing of ears on the plant. | 


The chinch bug, an ally of the corn 
borer, does greatest damage (o corn. 
It is the usual habit of the chinch bug 
first to attack. fields of whet, rye, or 
barley; and Its presence often, is un- 
noticed because the Injuries inflicted 
upon these crops ure obscure or of no 
apparent Importance. About harvest 
time the bugs leave the small grain 
and craw! over the surface of the 
ground to the nearest fields of cern. 
where they begin at once to wreak se- 
vere injury. 

Cornfields may be- protected and the 
migrating bugs trapped about the time 
of wheat harvest by plowing a deep 
furrow around the edges of the field. 
The bugs wil! fall into the ditch and 
ean be ensily killed by crushing them 
with a log dragged back and forth 
through the ditch, Another method fe 
to dig shallow post holes in the bottom 
of the ditch, at Intervals of about twen- 
ty feet into which the bugs, crawling 
along the ditch bottoms, wi)] fall. They 
can then be destroyed by kerosene. 

Another potorlous insect whose func. 
tion it is, In the order of nature, to take 
bread out of our mouths, is the Hes- 
sian fly, so called because the Hessian 
soldiers were believed to have brought 
{t over from Europe during the Revo- 
lution. This pest gives Its attention 
almost wholly to wheat, upon which [t 
levies an average annual tax of ap- 
proximately 10 per cent, Ino certaln 
years when {t was most active it 
destroyed as mueh as 100,000,000 bush- 
els of whent. After the Hesslan fly 
has once thoroughly infested the crops 
of wheat there Is no known means of 
saving it, and the only known, means 
of preventing damage from the flies 
is to keep them out of the wheat.

‘ the expected crop, “the loss to many 
growers, including those who expected 
to harvest their first fruit tn 1921, ts, 
Mkely to be -serfous. The loss under 
some conditions can be partly offset 
and other benefits can be gained by 
growing vegetable crops between the 
rows of young fruit trees, say special- 
ists of the United States Depurtment 
of Agriculture. 

Experienced orchardists frequeatly 
find It sdvantageous to grow crops be- 
tween the tree rows until the: trees 
reach bearing age. After bearing be- 
gins it ts lmpracticable ta: “double- 
crop” an orchard. As a rule, inter- 
cropping cannot. be practiced in a 
peach orchard after: the third season 
from planting. Six to eight yenrs is 
usually the Itmit for an apple or- 
chard, the exact time depending on the 
variety, vigor and growth, and other 

. factors, Further, the trees will usu- 
ally shade the ground too much for 
the growing of Vegetable crops by the | 
tine the ages mentioned are reached. 

In an “off year,” with an orchard 
that is expected to come inte bear. 
ing for the first time, many fruit grow- 
ers will find it to their advantage to 
plant crops of potatoes, corn, soy 
beans, cowpeas, shell-heans, or sweet 
potatoes in states where they can be 
raised between the orchard rows. The 
growing of potatoes, however, in an 
orchard in the “northern fruit belt” 1s 
a doubtful practice, since the digging 
of them amounts practically te a late 
cultivation of the ground, and under 
some conditions this might stimulate 
a late growth of the trees, witich would 
be undesirable. In this way the farm- 
er can utilize about half the space of 
his orchard Jand without injury. to

temporary crop. Tomatovs and other

Where such catch crops are planted 
it is well first to make a hasty survey 
of the operations of other farmers fn 
the vicinity and of the avallable mar- 
ket, since often where similar condi- 
tions prevail throughout an entire Jo- 
eality there is a tendency for many 
farmers to enter on a certain Jine of 
temporary agriculture. with the re- 
sult thac the supply far exceeds the 
Jocal demand, A little foresight may 
mevent disappointment, 

These rows between the trees are 
somewhat more diffieult to cultivate 
than in the open field, and may re- 
gvire considerable handwerk, but in 
many cases the crops which are plant- 
ed yleld a comfortable profit. 

The intercropping of young orchards 
has an additional purpose besides the 
mere direct financial gain, It fur 
ntshes an incentive to keep the or- 
chard cultivated, and as a rule this 
js highly desirable from the stand- 
point of the trees. 

An off year furnishes a good time to 
put the orchard in order by close prun- 
ing, such as the orchardist could not 
easily afford if it meant reduction In 
bearing surface. 

Profit may sometimes be found in a 
sowed crop. Buckwheat is often a 
good thing when sowed among young 
trees. The buckwheat may not pay 
to harvest for grain, but if mowed be- 
fore fully mature it makes a good 
mulch, or if permitted to mature 
enough grain may be obtained to ma- 
terlally cut down the expenditure for 
poultry feed. Buckwheat can be 
sown in June or even in July and still 
make a satisfactory growth. Fleld 
peas, Cowpeas and various other crops 
that make good forage can be used 
as occasion suggests, and the soll, be 
improved thereby. 

The fruit grower should realtze that 
it is the nbuse rather than the use of 
double-cropping systems that may.re- 
sult adversely to the trees, And again, 

an interplanted ‘crop which is to be | 
harvested and not used entirely for 
soil improvement should be looked * 
upon as a means of reducing the ex- 
nense of malgtaining the trees: rath- 
er than a crop which represents an: 
nite cash income.

Boys and girls who are members of 
poultry clubs, or those who are to- 
terested In any way in chickens, should 
learn how 10 ecandie and preserve 
eggs. Candling means the sorting out 
of bad eggs before a strong light In 
such a manner that the rays of light 
come to the eye through the egg so 
that the contents can be seen and the 
condition noted, 

The shell of a newly tald egg has a 
soft “glow” or “hloom” which is a sign 
of perfect freshness. This glow or 
bloom is destroyed by handling, and in 
any case disappears after the egg has 
heen exposed to the air for a short 
the. After that it is difficult tu dis-| 
tinguish a fresh égg from an old one 
by the appearance of the shell, so 
eandling becomes necessary if you 
would be sure that. the egg is good. 

Candie Eggs in a Dark Room. 

Eggs can be candled best in a dark 
room. by the use of a bright light in- 
closed in a box or case baying a hole 
& trifle smaller than an egg directly | 
eppesite the light. The egg is held 
at this hole for’ examination. AD 
ordinary hand lamp, a lantern, an in- 
candescent bulb, or @ flashlight can be 
used. If you are using a box and a 
hand Jamp the box should have a hole 
at the top, otherwise the heat from 
the top of the cliimney would set the 
box on fire. A tester chimney made 
of tin, such as is used on 2 lamp for 
testing eggs in incubators, may be 
used for candling, in which case you 
would not need the box, as the eggs 
are tested by menns of a hole In the 
side of the tin.

There js ahinost no alr cell at the large 
end and the yolk outline is only faintly 
visible. A fixed air cel} of one-eighth 
to three-sixteenths of an Inch in depth 
indicates a fresh egg, as eges run gen- 
erally, A larger alr cell with a moy- 
able lower Une tndicates—acecording 
to sizes and fluctuations—a stale egg: 
or one becoming weak and watery. | 
Very smmall dark spots sometfimes seen | 
usually are blood clots, Lurge dark 
spots, blood rings, and shadows are, 
due to heat and germination, and in-: 
dicute first stages of dlecuy. An egg 
that appears very dark or black, ex-! 
cept for a large fixed air cell, con- 
tains a chick at an advanced stage 
of incubation. 

Fresh eggs, properly preserved, 
may be kept from six to ten months 
and be almost as good for household 
purposes as fresh eggs. Another rea- 
son for preserving eggs in water glass, | 
for instance, is the fact that they do 
not acquire the objectionable “eold- 
storage taste.” \ 

Allow Three ‘Dozen to Gallon. 

To preserve 15 dozen eggs in wa- 
ter glass these directioas are given 
by the specialists of the United States 
Department of Agriculture: 

Select a five-gallon earthen crock, ; 
clean it thoroughly, scald, and allow: 
it to dry. Heat ten to twelve quarts 
of water to the bojling point, and a)- 
low it to cool, When tke water Is! 
edol, measure out nine quaris, put tn- 
to the crock, and add one quart of 
sodium silicate, commonly called wa- 


ter glass, which can be bought at any |. 


drug store. Stir well, so that the so- 
lution becomes thoroughly mixed. 

The solution thus prepared is ready 
for the eggs, which may be put in all 
at once, or from time to time as they 
are obtainable. Care should be taken 
in putting them -into the jar:-not to 
erack or break the shells; also be 
sure the solution covers the eggs at 
all times. Put the crock containing 
the preserved eggs in a cool, dry 
place, and cover with a tight Hd or 
waxed paper to prevent evaporation. 

To preserve & smaller or larger 
number. of eggs, the solution should 
be mixed and prepared in the Bame 
proportions. 

Use. Only Clean Fresh. Eggs. 

If best results are to be obtain 

the eggs should’‘be clean and fresh, 


r and preferably infertile. For this rea-; 


son. it is always Best when possible to 
candle the eggs carefally before pre- 
serving. them anless they are known 
to be'strictly frésh.

MOST FEASIBLE IDEA 


Each Grower Rec Receives . Same 
Price for His Products. 


Individual Members Amply Protected 
From Loss Because of Unfavor- 
able Market Conditions of 
a Temporary Nature.

The pooling of products sold through 
co-operative organizations is an 
portant feature of co-uperative mar- 
keting, specialists of. the United States 
Department of Agriculture have found. 
By pooling is meant averaging the re- 
turns received for products sold dur- 
ing a certain period. or. for certain 
shipments, so that each grower hay- 
ing products of the same grade re- 
ceives the same price. The success of 
& pooling system depends upon the ob- 
servanee of uniform grading and pack- 
ing of the products. 

This methdd of operation, it is said, 
protects the individual member from 
Joss because of unfavorable market 
conditions of a temporary nature. 
Some farmers’ marketing organiza- 
tions, especially grain-elevater com- 
panies, purchase the members’ prod- 
uets outright. Conditlons: and prac: 


; ices in graln marketing make such a 


plan feasible. but organizations han- 
dling other products usually find it to 
their advantage to pool shipments and 
await returns hefore making payments 
ta the growers.

| What does it cost to produce milk? 

This is the Question that bas 
brought . increasing concern to each 
dairyman, In angwer to it, the Uni- 
ted States Department of Agriculture, 
through the dairy division, conducted 
a serles. of studies to give dairymeno 
reliable Information on this subject. 
These studies were begun ifn 1915, but 
the most recent upon which any data 


have been published was begun in | 


1917, ‘tn Skagit county, Washington, 
about 70 mijes north of Seattle. The 
teport of this study is contalned in 
Departiwent. Bulletin 819, “Unit Re 
quirements for Producing Milk in 
Western Washington.” 

A study of the results given in the 
bulletin shows that at the time of the 
Study 66.4 per cent of the total cost 
of producing milk at. the dairied in- 
vestigated was for feed and bedding; 
28,0 per cent for labor; 17.6 per cent 
for other costs, and 2.5 per cent for 
depreciation. The requirements ‘for 


Pasture Plays an Important Part in 
Cost of Producing. 


producing 100 pounds of milk during 
the winter were: Concentrates, 20.4 
pounds; dry roughage, 92.9 potnds; 
succulent roughage, 148.3 pounds; 
bedding, nine pounds; human labor, 
1.9 hours; horse labor, .01 of an hour; 
other costs, $0.576. During the sum- 
mer, milk eould be produced at much 
less cost, there beitig required a ecom- 
paratively small amount of concen- 
trates. 

During the two years covered by 
the study, 44.5 per cent of each year’s 
income from milk was obtained dut- 
ing the winter. During the first year 
records were obtained on 17 herds 
having an average size of 31.3 cows, 
with an average annual production of 
7,369 pounds of 3.74 per cent milk 
per cow. During the second year 18 
herds, 15 of which had been in the 
first year's work, had an average 
of 28.6 cows and produced an aver- 
age of 8,323 pounds of 3.59 per cent 
milk per cow. From each 100 cows 
in the herds during the two years, 55 
freshened: during the winter six- 
months period, and 42 during the 
summer season, while three cows did 
not cnalve during the year. Nearly 
one-half of the cows freshening 
dropped their calves during the 
months from February to May, in- 
clusive. 

Most, of the milk in this sec:ion is 
sold for condensing purposes, and is 
delivered by motor truck to large con- 
denseries. All the herds selected for 
study were representative of dairy 
conditions found in that section. 

In western Washington the pasture 
plays a very important part in milk 
production, according to the bulletin. 
With cool weather throughout most of 
the summer, plenty of mojsture, and 
a rich soll, there is abundant pasture 
until Jate in the fall, During the pas- 
ture season almost 60 per cent of the 
milk for the year was produced, and 
at one-third of the yearly feed, hed- 
ding, ond pasture cost. The annuai 
pasture charge per cow amounted to 
1.1 acres or: $23.04. Such items as 
veterinary fees, medicine, diginfec- 
tants, and other {tems, amounted to 
$1.45 per cow per year. It was found 
that the number of hours required 
to care for a cow did not differ mate- 
rially- between the summer and win- 
ter seasons. However, due to the in- 
creased flow of milk in summer, the 
time required to produce 100: pounds 
of milk in that season was materially 
less in summer than in win er. 


DEPENDABLE SIRES PAY BEST 


South Carolina Breeder Giyes Meth- 
ods of Raising Calves That Will 
Develop Weil. 

Methods of raising good calves thar 
wilt develop well and show no signs 
of runtiness are given by a South 
Carolina live-stock owner in a state- 
ment to the Uniled States Department 
of Agriculture. The farmer advises: 

1. Use purebred sires which have 
behind them an established record— 
‘no gtesswork. 

2. Use purebred milk cows which 
are’ bred for production and = which 
have proper points, such as deep ud- 
der, well-spnced teats, broad flanks, 
€eep abdomen, etc. 

8, Feed only warm milk whtle calves 
are young. Gradually begin feeding 
proper grain after the second month, 
Do not allow them too mych grass. 
Give plenty of pure water,-and never 
allow exposure t to rain or extretne cold 
wind,
